Tho Fronoh Ropoat Their Tamatavo 
Trlclc— Stanley 'a Movomtsats. 

Nkw Yohk, Sept. '27. — A Iliniid 
npeeial from London of .'-lepteMilier lit! 
Bavn: ('ur .sjiei.-ial eorres|iondent, who 
has just returned from .Madeira, soiuls 
the following coniiniinicalioii, dated 
I'unchal, Sejjtember 15, about the do- 
^inga of M. de Brazza and Staidey on 
the Congo. He says that Lieutenant 
Van l.)evelde, a Belgian who left Stan- 
ley three weeks ago and i.s now on his 
way home, being an invalid, ai'rived from 
the west eoa.st of Africa to day, bound 
for l.,iHbon, and .sailed again. He 
gave vurious interesting details of the 
high handed action of the French at 
Loaiigo, and the destruction of a ]ilace 
called Maniponibar, incorrectly spoken 
of as Loaiigo in a recent telegram. 
Mani|io[iibar, iw, or rather wa.s, a vil- 
lage contaitiiiig abf)ut .''00 inliabitant.s. 
About a month ago the nai i s es were 
disagreeably surprised by a pcremptorj- 
message sent ashore by (,'(i|)tain (.'or- 
dier, cotiiniaiuiing the French gunboat 
Saggittaire. 

In spite of the well e.stablislieti lo 
cal custom forbidding the [nirchaHe 
of land in Loango by foreigners, Cap 
tain Cordfer insisted on buying a strifi 
of territory on the coti.st. The king of 
tioango refused to c(jin))ly with his re- 
quest, but profe.s.sed willingnehs to let 
him have it on lease. 'I'hi.s did not 
suit Captain Corflier's purpose, and an 
ultimatum, accompanied by the prom 
ise of liandKome presents, was sent to 
the luckless monarch, who was given to 
understand that he must either yield 
at once or he would have hi.s village 
burned down. Terrified liy the threat, 
the king conHented, but iliii so only 
under protest , antl showed no alacrity 
to fulfill his j)art of the contract. On 
this, the French commander, with what 
at this distance looks like unjustiriabl<> 
barbarity, determined to rejieat the 
Tatuatave trick. The coveted land 
was occupied, the village of .Manipom- 
bar was destroyeil, and by a timely 
flight the wretched inhabiiants just 
managed to escape the roasting which 
now appears to be the mildest penance 
for any aboriginen audacious enough lo 
rosist the arbitrary order.s of I In- lire- 
eating French lieutenants .and buinj)- 
tious French admirals. 

Lieutenant Van Develde informed 
mo that toward the end of Augu.st 
Stanley, with 100 vbhi'.eii, was at Stan- 
ley Pool, preparing to reasoend the 
Congo as fur aa the falls. Hu was then 
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in e.xccllent health und looking forward 
to returning to Kurope in January. 
So far he has accomplished the work In- 
set himself to his own satisfaction. 
The natives have ever since his return 
given him their assist ■nice i u the hi;arti- 
est mannei'. The k -till looks fav- 
orably oti his enlerp ' and lhank.s to 
careful avoidance of pnlui. al intriguing 
by the exjiedition, all coni|ilicatioiis 
have been avoideil. Twelvi' stations,

Hut 
strikes arc strikeH, and llu-yaro niiieli the 
viuie all the ivculd ov.-r. They lire simply 
contests botween laboi and Ciipital, ami 
whether thoy orciii- at Naiiuinio or else- 
whoro, tlie principle in the same, ami a« 
tite content prof^resses ibe passiun.s likely 
to be aroused are the aamu. It i--* all very 
well for men to say "we are ix respoi table 
and orderly bipdy of men, even tlioiii;h 
we have a diaimte with our employe' 
We believe the uiai..rityof men in iiio.-t 
strikes are disposed to conduct the atrug- 
sjle in an orderly iiiaiiiier; but men an' 
not all alike, and theix-are black .-iheep in 
every flock, and circinu.slanees are very 
apt to bring tlidae men to the front and 
then mischief ensues. 'I'hi.s is prnliably 
tho history of all labor diHtnrbuneea. No 
one dotiics the riy;ht of any body of men 
to strike till doomsday, so Km;; aa they do 
not Visu their tempers; bur the ordeal is a 
trying line, and foi ciilier the men on 
"strike, or the people i t a^li^trlet where 
the strike occurs to pretend thiit their 
dignity is hurt because some preeaiitioii.'. 
are taken, is siiii|tly absurd. Let n.-, have 
fair play im liotli .sides. Mr. IJnn.mniir 
lias tJio aanic rit,'lits a.s the miners, Imt an 
employer has tins di.saclvant aire, he i.s oniy 
one iigiiiusi a many, and lia.-< a lar;,'o am 
ount of property e.\[)isi'il, while iliey 
have none; and as wu have hinted, even 
one black slieepcan do a deal of miseliief. 
'Sow Sir. DiiiLsmiiir nierel Y eiiLfa'^'ed some 
men as wateliiiiou at his own e.xpeiiKe,anil 
asked the attorney general to allmv 
tjuperintendeiil Todd to accompany theui, 
to instruct them, and this was only 
after some damage had been done. A» a 
matter of fact an ounce i>f prevention is 
better than a pound of cure; it ndyht 
have bociiine t he positive duty of the at- 
torney tjencral to have taken the [ircL-iiu 
lions ofiicially, which iMr. Diwisnniir took 
iit liis oivn e.\pcnse, iiiul hi.s neolecl iii 
Ihis matter, should anythim,' occur would 
(-■ertaiidy have exposed him to censure, 
ill which, we dure say, the people at Na- 
iiaimo would have been the first to join. 
U may be iiroetl that the men miijht liavu 
been selected froii Nanaimo; but this 
would probably have been uiipleasani for 
I he men themselves, anil as .Mr. Duns- 
niuir paid the iM.lKciiieii , he hail a 
I ight to select them. Si. mucli I'M- Hie 
iiateiisible [{rievanee of the tm etiiiL; .Mr 
.Taa. Patcrson, after discu.s.siiiL; the police 
business, and sneeriui; .'it the inilitia fi>rce 
ot the country, wamiered uti'lo the l.slaiul 
railway, and chaiiicd nn ab.tent candidate 
with allowiiii,' the lands to fiill into the 
hands of iQonnpdlisls. He then rela|ised 
into a killing attack on 'I'ltf ('uloni'l and 
<{ot back upcui the Lshuid railway again, 
till he was linidly called to order by the 
chairman. 'J'he altoi-ni'y-._;eneral iie.\t 
( anie i u for a resoliitoMi of censure for 
sending the pidici', and .Mr. Kosewall, in 
a brief address, propused that Mr. Duns- 
muir should resiL^n.

This 
wonderful meeting was at last broughl to 
.'I oloso by jVI r. Shakespeare, w ho nnide 
the most nenaible departure from the 
business before it. of all the orators there 
ill flhowiuK up one of the slioht iiicon.si.i- 
reneies uf the Well ingtoii workiiigiiiaii, in 
rhat while he may ];roperly object to the 
evils of Chinese labor, he is on ite ready li i 
avail himself of it when he aliort-sioliieil 
. ly thinks it to his interest to do so such 
is the weakness of huinan nature. iUit 
Mr. Shakeapeuro warned the miners that 
unless thoy wm'e careful, the very C'hinese 
they were now citijihiy in;,' would eventual- 
ly supplant them.
